HEREVER the automobile exists, it plays a large part 
in whatever is going on. Its owners have paid the 
Federal government $1,100,865,983 in_strictly auto taxes 
since the “war tax” went into effect—quite a tidy sum of 
money even in these expansive days. The government has 
been undertaking to console the taxpayers with the thought 
that this money was being spent on good roads, to the com- 
fort and advantage of the motorist—to say nothing, of 
course, of the comfort and advantage of the world at large. 
Good roads do not stop in a community, nor a nation, nor 
a continent. They continue their beneficent effect overseas; 
they help to feed and clothe, warm and shelter, educate and 
heal the whole world. 

If all the motorists’ money had been spent on roads, 
they might comfort themselves with the thought that 
they were doing good deeds. But now comes the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association and points out that the 
entire Federal road program, from the time the tax 
went on, up to June 30, 1929, amounts to $840,000,000. 
As of December 1, the taxpayers have paid $600,000,- 
000 more than the government has spent for roads; and 
at the present rate they will continue to pay hundreds 
of millions of dollars in excess of moneys spent for roads. 

It is as unfair to call the auto a “war time luxury” 
as it ever was to call it a “luxury” in peace times. It is a 
necessity, in peace and war, and pays its way far more than 
any other known commodity, so far as taxation for any os- 
tensible or actual purpose is concerned. 

* * * 

The Federal government has issued an appeal to mo- 
torists in all states to “do their mailing early,” if they apply 
for automotive licenses through the mail, to their various 
secretaries of state. The request points out that with the 
usual holiday congestion in the mail motorists can help 
prevent what might be a very serious flood of mail matter 
by being forehanded with their applications.

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- Inventory Time 


T IS CUSTOMARY at about this time of the year for 
business organizations generally to pause for a brief 
period and take inventory. In the case of manufacturing 
concerns such inventories will include not only taking stock 
of assets and liabilities but appraising stock and equipment. 
Inventory, in other words, is simply taking stock of the gen- 
eral standing of the business, and from the results of such 
an examination the owners of the business may judge ac- 
curately the progress and development that have been ac- 
complished during the preceding year. 

There is a suggestion in all this business of inventory 
taking, that every one of us may apply to himself. It would 
be an excellent thing if once a year every man sat 
down and made mental or physical inventory of his position, 
listing his achievements and assessing his failures, and try- 
ing to see how he might have avoided the mistakes that he 
made. 

In a recent bulletin to his dealers, Colin Canipbell, vice- 
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Flint divisions, called attention to the benefits that can be | 


derived by this personal inventory. Mr. Campbell’s remarks 
are so pertinent to this season of the year, and his sugges- 
tions have so much of value for all of us, that we are taking 
the liberty of passing them on for the general good :— 
“At this season of the year we begin to think of the 
annual inventory. 
“The chief purpose of an inventory is to determine 
what has happened to our worldly possessions; whether 
' they have increased or decreased in value. 
: “While you are taking this inventory, include not 
only your business but yourself. 
“Inventory your business activities, your advertis- 
ing, your retail selling effort, your service, your place 
of bustness and all other factors that make for business. 

“Compare these activities with those of your suc- 
cessful competitor. 

“Have you as many salesmen as he has? As good 
service? As fine a place of business? Do you match his 
| advertising and selling efforts? 

j “Maybe this inventory and comparison will suggest 
' a way to better business and bigger profits. 
“Whether your business has been good, fair or poor, 
you can make it better in 1927.” 

There is no one of us who would not benefit by a per- 
sonal inventory of this kind, and if we make the self-ex- 
amination in honesty of purpose, there is none who cannot 
find some phase of his activities that can be improved in 
the year that lies just ahead of us. 


A Wonderful Record 


HE question is often asked “Just how much good are 
industrial organizations that devote their energies to 
advancing an individual industry?” The answer is that most 
of the development and progress comes through the agency 
of this type of industrial co-operation.

I doubt that this 
system of confiscating is properly 
constitutional, but by advice of at- 
torney we accepted the facts rather 
than throw good money after bad 
in an effort to obtain justice. 

It seems that unless the present 
confiscation practice is discontin- 
ued, we finance people will have 
to go in for mutual! insurance to 
minimize our risk in what, to all 
appearances, are bona fide car 
sales.

Detroit, Dec. 15.—All the big 
FrAilroads of the country are haul- 
ing thousands of carloads of 
motor freight, with the Western 
and Southern lines getting a large 
volume of business, according to 
James S. Marvin, chairman of 
the traffic managers’ conference, 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Automobiles, trucks and 
provided 832,719 carloads of 
freight for the railroads in the last 
calender year, according to records 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, 


The total automotive products, 
however, when fuel and road- 
building materials are included, 
amount to 3,040,000, the traffic 
managers cstimate. 


The New York Central Lines, 
including the Michigan Central, 
have the largest share of the orig- 
“nated business, with 275,599 car- 
loads, yet the revenue freight car- 
loads carried spreads over differ- 
ent sections of the country. The 
principal Western lines, for in- 
stance, carried 2,848,441 tons of 
automobdéles, trucks and parts, 
which is equal to one-quarter of 
the business handled by Eastern

lines, even though the latter roads 
are in the motor manufacturing 
area and serve much more densely 
populated regions. 

The total carload traffic in rev- 
enue freight of listed commodities 
for the period was 35,141,772 car- 
loads, indicating that the automo- 
tive business is more than 8% per 
cent. of the total.

EXPANSION JAN. 1 


FOR FISHER BODY 


400 Employees to Be 
Added at Janesville, 
Says s Manager 


ANESVILLE, WIS., Dec. 
15.—An increase of 400 
employes will be made at the 
Fisher Body Corporation 
plant here shortly after Jan- 
uary 1, it was announced to- 
day by Harry L. Randall, 
manager. 

The plant will then do com- 
plete assembly work of all bodies 
used by the Chevrolet Motor 
Company here. The total em- 
ployed force will run to about 
1,200, Mr. Randall said, against 
800 employed in the past. 

The new building of the Fisher 
plant here is about completed, and, 
when installation of equipment is 
finished, two separate plants, to- 
taling 330 feet wide and 695 feet 
long, will be provided. Equipment 
is of the most modern design. 

In the body plant, four new con- 
veyor lines have been installed, 
with a total of more than 1,200 
feet of conveyor chain. The south 
section of the new plant is_re- 
served for stock rooms. Two sets 
of automatic glass-grinding ma- 
chines for polishing plate glass for 
bodies, a Duco room, with storage 
space for 280 fifty-gallon drums of 
paint, three new conveyors for as- 
sembly of doors and three new 
conveyors of cushions and” backs 
are features of the new equipment. 

Seven new ovens, to hold 380 
assembled bodies for baking 
Duco, eighteen new spray booths, 
where body finish is applied and 
a sewing and cutting room in the 
center of the plant, where sixty 

women will be employed, are 
also provided. 


TO START WORK AT NEW 


TIMKEN ADDITION IN FEB. 


Canton, O., Dec. 15.—Operations 
at the new $1,500,000 plant addi- 
tion to the Timken Roller Bearing 
Company, now being completed, 
will be started soon after February 
1, according to officials. The Tim- 
ken company, in entering the loco- 
motive and railway car bearing 
field, finds it necessary to expand 
to take care of the increased de- 
mand for its products. 

Automotive bearing demancs 
have slackened somewhat, but 
plant operations will be near 
normal soon after the first of the 
year, at which time manufacturers’ 
needs will be made known, it was 
said.

Weather” Process 





Chicago, Dec. 15. — Prosperity 
and expansion of the automotive 
industry, along with the increas- 
ing demand for’ ventilating 
equipment to carry off the poi- 
sonous carbon monoxide £as 
coming from the exhausts of 
automobiles, have helped to 
make the present year the most 
profitable in the history of the 
fan maanufacturing industry, 
according to E. B. Cresap of this 
city, secretary of the National 
Association of Fan Manufactur- 
ors. 

The big tire and motor car com- 
panies have been big buyers of air 
onditioning equipment, Mr. Cre- 
ip said. One firm recently in- 
aled 300 self-cooled motor pro- 
sllor fans in the Akron factory of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
‘ompany, which are capable of 
handling 6,000,000 cubic feet of
